HIS CRIME MOST FOUL 


And liidi: ,aiaiit Citizens Administered 
Speedy Piiiiisliment — Taken 
from Jail and Executed. 


L i k e r t y , M o ., Sept 12.— Benja­ 
min Jones, an old man of 70 years, 
was lynched just before midnight 
last night for the alleged assault 
last Saturday of A n n a Montgom­ 
ery, a lo-year-old girl. 
Between 11 and 12 o’clock about 
seventy-five masked men rode into 
town from 
all directions. 
They 
went immediately to the jail and 
battered down the heavy iron door. 
T hey went in, and, finding their 
man, e.scorted him to the front door 
on the south side of the court house. 
There, on the portico of the Clay 
^ county 
court 
house, 
Benjamin 
Jones forfeited bis life for one of 
the foulest crimes ever committed 
in C lay county. 
On Saturday morning Jones was 
asked to escort Anna, the lo-year- 
old daughter of James Montgom­ 
ery, 
of 
Randolph, to the 
Clay 
county fair. 
Jones 
brought 
the 
girl to Liberty in a big wagon. 
He took care of her all day, tak­ 
ing her shopping in the morning 
and out to the fair in the afternoon. 
A fter the fair was over, they start­ 
ed on the return trip to Randolph. 
During 
the trip, 
the crime for 
which 
Jones 
was 
lynched 
last 
night was committed. 
W hen the news of the crime be­ 
came public, the indignation of the 
C lay 
county 
people 
knew 
no 
bounds. 
Benjamin 
Jones 
was 
brought to Liberty and placei in 
the 
C lay 
county 
jail 
Sunday 
morning. 
A ll day groups of men 
and boys could be seen standing 
J^around on the 
square 
and 
side 
streets, 
talking 
in 
low 
tones. 
Horses were hitched at every con­ 
venient hitching, post. 
The male 
population had determined looks 
on their faces and anyone with nn 
experienced eye 
could 
see 
tliat 
something was to happen at night 
that would cause a sensation in the 
sleepy little town of Liberty on the 
following morning. 
Notwithstanding this, very few 
people were on the streets when 
the lynching occurred. 
Shortly after 11 o ’clock the elec­ 
tric lights were put out and the 
sound 
of horses’ feet 
was 
soon 
heard clattering over 
the 
stony 
streets leading to the square. T hey 
surrounded the court house and it 
seemed that there were nearly a 
hundred masked men in the mob. 
Blows dealt by a strong arm did 
telling work on the jail door and a 
few minutes afterward Benjamin 
Jones was lead forth to face the 
^ a v e n g e rs of the foul crime that had 
been committed on the person of 
little Anna Montgomery. 
A rope was thrown over the rail­ 
ing on the top of the stairway, and 
the noose placed 
around 
Jones’ 
- 
neck. 
W illing hands grasped the 
L^nds of the rope and 
Jones 
was 


suspended in the air. 
A few gur­ 
gles, one pistol shot rang out, 
a 
convulsive shudder, and 
all was 
still. 
Tlie lynchers dispersed as quietly 
as they had come, and Clay countv 
had at least succeeded in avenging 
one more of the foul crimes whicli 
have darkened her history. 
The body of Jones was cut down 
by the ofiicers and taken to Mosby's 
undertaking rooms. 
It was found 
that the ball from tlie pistol had 
entered the back. 
He was clad in 
a plain shirt, light pants and socks, 
without shoes. 
Jones is 
an old 
man, 70 years old, and his hair is 
very white.
